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Woman drove 
wrong way in 
A14 fast lane

A MAN has told how he and his 
family were seconds away from a 
head-on collision with a woman 
in her 80s driving the wrong way 
up the A14. 

Steve Wood was driving his wife 
Lisa, and children Phoebe, 9, and 
Massan, 11, from their home in 
Barrow to Cambridge when the 
driver sped towards them in the 
outside lane at 1.30pm on Sunday 

Mr Wood told the News that he 
had pulled in from the outside 
lane to the middle just three or 
four seconds before she reached 
them. 

“This car just came shooting 
past us. We would have been dead. 
We were stunned - gobsmacked,” 
he said. 

Police have said the woman will 
not face charges despite travelling 
northbound up southbound sec¬ 
tions of the All andA14 for several

miles. She was captured in footage 
taken by another driver, which can 
be viewed on cambridge-news. 
co.uk, driving a red car along the 
A14 past Newmarket. 

Incredibly, no-one was hurt and 
police were able to bring the car 
safely to a stop after closing the 
A14 at the Exning junction to pre¬ 
vent traffic heading in the elderly 
driver’s direction. 

Mr Wood, a project manager for 
a Cambridge electrical contrac¬ 


tor, said: “We were on our way 
to Cambridge to go to the shops 
and we saw a police car coming 
at speed. Then I saw cars flash¬ 
ing their lights and all these peo¬ 
ple waving their arms out of their 
windows. 

“I was in the outside lane so I 
slowed down and pulled in to the 
middle lane so I could go left or 
right to avoid anything. 

“We had just pulled in when she 
came past. It was three or four sec¬ 
onds. It would have been a head- 
on collision at 120mph combined. 
It made you feel sick.” 

A police spokesman said no 
charges would be brought against 
the woman because it was “not in 
the public interest”. 

He said: “Police have seized her 
vehicle and are working with the 
DVLA to revoke her licence.” 

Steve added: “The police saved 
a lot of lives. I trust they will safe¬ 
guard the public in the future by 
never letting this person behind a 
steering wheel again... ever.”

Man guilty of 
racist abuse in 
supermarket 


A MAN has been found guilty 
of racially abusing a Chinese 
couple in a supermarket. 

Richard Dale, 53, of Chest¬ 
nut Close, Mildenhall, made 
offensive comments to the 
pair before inviting the man 
to go outside with him “to see 
what you are made of,” Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court was told. 

Dale had denied an of¬ 
fence of racially aggravated 
harassment but it took a jury 
just over an hour to convict 
him yesterday. 

The incident happened 
in the Tesco supermarket in 
Fordham Road, Newmarket, 
on April 2 last year. 

Staff from the superstore 
told the court how a Chinese 
man and woman had gone to 
the customer service desk to 
raise concerns about Dale’s 
behaviour. 

Customer services assis¬ 
tant Carl White said Dale ar¬ 
rived moments late swearing 
and appeared to be acting in 
an aggressive manner. 

Dale claimed that the cou¬ 
ple had knocked into him 
with a shopping basket and

sworn at him in Chinese. 

Mr White said: “I was quite 
shocked. You don’t usually 
see that, especially in a pub¬ 
lic place.” 

Dale had said to the Chi¬ 
nese man: “Come on boy, 
let’s go outside and see what 
you are made of”, Mr White 
told the court. 

Duty manager Robert 
Spencer, who was called 
over, said Dale was shouting 
and swearing. 

Mr Spencer said: “He was 
very aggressive. It was like 
he really wanted to hit some¬ 
one. He was very angry.” 

The Chinese couple ap¬ 
peared to be scared and the 
woman was crying, said Mr 
Spencer. 

Customer services man¬ 
ager Janice Mitchell who wit¬ 
nessed the incident told the 
court that Dale had said: “I 
don’t believe you are chuck¬ 
ing out an Englishman over a 
foreigner.” 

Juliet Donovan, prosecut¬ 
ing, said police were called 


but when they arrived the 
Chinese couple had left the 
store, although the male vic¬ 
tim later made a statement 
about what had happened. 

Giving evidence, Dale ac¬ 
cepted that he had been up¬ 
set but denied making any 
racist remarks. 

He said that the woman 
had knocked into him with 
her shopping basket in one of 
the aisles and then the man 
swore at him in Chinese. 

Dale said that he under¬ 
stood what was being said 
due to his army service and 
a short time later he saw the 
man gesturing towards him 
before pushing him and then 
walking off. 

While admitting that he 
had shouted and sworn, Dale 
said he had not made any 
reference to foreigners. 

Dale said he had tel¬ 
ephoned the store later to 
apologise for swearing. 

Judge John Devaux told 
Dale that he would be grant¬ 
ed bail until he returns to 
court on February 25 to be 
sentenced.

Concerns over 
solar farm plan 


AN action group has been set 
up to fight proposals for a 250 
acre solar farm outside a vil¬ 
lage. 

Solar Associates has sub¬ 
mitted a pre-planning ap¬ 
plication for a solar farm 
on land north of Little Fen 
Drove, Reach, which could 
power up to 10,127 homes. 

Villagers have formed an 
action group to voice their 
concerns about the visual 
impact of the scheme, known 
as Lapwing Fen Solar Park. 

Cllr Hilary Fielding, of 
Reach Parish Council, told 
the News there had been 
some confusion between 
the plan and proposals for 
a much smaller community 
solar farm in the village. 

She said: “There has been a 
lot of confusion so we want¬ 
ed to make sure everybody 
knew what exactly is being 
proposed and to encourage 
them, if they want to do so, to 
write a letter of objection. 

“I am all for renewable en¬ 
ergy but I am much more in

favour of wind turbines. 

“The visual impact is what 
we are talking about. This is 
going to be very, very ugly 
from a great distance.” 

Villagers are concerned 
about the size of the project 
and also whether it will affect 
the biodiversity of the site. 

The group are planning 
to put together a peti¬ 
tion, which they will 
also present to the 
district council. 

Reach Parish 
Council requested 
an Environmental 
Impact Assessment 
which was granted 
by East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council. 

ECDC said in a decision 
letter: “The scale and nature 
of the development, com¬ 
bined with the character of 
the surrounding area would 
be likely to give rise to sig¬ 
nificant visual effects on the 
landscape. It is also not pos¬ 


sible to rule out significant 
effects on the historic envi¬ 
ronment, local highways net¬ 
work and drainage regime, 
by virtue of the size and loca¬ 
tion of the development.” 

Papers submitted on be¬ 
half of the applicant said: 
“The client is sensitive to the 
potential for impacts to arise 
from visual intrusion within 
the landscape and expertise 
will be secured to ensure 
that panel positioning 
and screening pro¬ 
tect the landscape 
quality and charac¬ 
ter.” 

The solar park, 
which has an esti¬ 
mated lifespan of 
30 to 35 years, would 
provide “a significant 
contribution to local power 
generation and carbon diox¬ 
ide reduction”. 

Solar Associates repre¬ 
sentatives will attend a pub¬ 
lic meeting on February 26 
at 7.30pm at Reach Village 
Centre.

IT took about two years and 
many public consultative meetings 
to compose a MasterPlan/Vision 
for the future growth of Burwell 
over the next 20 years, up to 
2031. The majority of Burwell 
residents agreed that the site at 
Newmarket Road was the ideal 
location to build 350 houses with a 
possible provision of a centralised 
sports facility. A total of 40% of 
the housing would be affordable 
housing. 

The complete DS Smith site was set 
aside to be developed purely for 
industrial use during the life of the 
Burwell Master Plan. 

Any domestic development on the 
DS Smith site would therefore be 
contrary to the Burwell Vision. 

It would also be against the 
Localism Act; as the residents were 
given ample occasions to express 
their wishes. It will be interesting 
to see the response from the East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
planners. 

It should be noted that a proposed 
110 house development at the far 
side of Toyse Lane was recently 
refused due to the Burwell Vision. 
The prospective developer of this 


particular site was going to build a 
pavilion with two changing rooms, 
a car park and give sufficient land 
for a full-sized football pitch to the 
parish of Burwell.

Time for change 

PARTS of East Anglia have suffered 
from flooding this winter. The South 
West is suffering much worse. This 
is weather chaos, the consequence 
of human-induced climate change, 
starting to come home to roost. 

We need to tackle it at source. But 
we also need to mitigate its effects. 
As the Green Party's lead MEP 
candidate for eastern England, I 
am calling today for urgent advice 
and encouragement (and, where 
necessary, financial incentives) 
to enable local authorities and 
property owners including 
householders and landlords to 
improve the drainage and porosity 
of parking and similar hard surfaces 
within their control, in order to cut 
flooding risk. 

Areas of Tarmac and other hard 
paving need drainage holes skillfully 
punched into them to enable excess 
water to be absorbed underground 
instead of filling up over-loaded 
surface water drainage pipes, and 
lying in pools on roads, pavements 
and in car parks. 

Landscape and groundwork 
contractors should be diverted into 
this flood-prevention work as one 
of our national priorities. No-one 
should be contracting them to 
cover more areas with non-porous 


paving. Local authority hydrological 
engineers and ecologists should be 
among the specialists advising on 
this work. 

More severe storms and rainfall 
have been predicted for years now, 
but the government has been too 
fixated with the economy, and with 
its misplaced endless promotion of 
yet more economic 'growth' and 
'development'. It has plumped for 
Tarmac-ing over more and more, 
instead of making changes that 
would actually improve the quality 
of our lives, and preparing for the 
worst, as people in the South West 
are now discovering. 

Government has again failed to 
consider what, over time, is the 
dominant factor in our lives: climate 
and the environment. Until it does, 
and green ideas come first, we will 
be forced to live with tragedies, 
distress and waste. The Committee 
on Climate Change told BBC News 
recently that just as scientists are 
predicting more extreme weather, 
buildings are being allowed on 
flood plains, gardens are being 
paved over and urban green space 
is being lost. This has got to stop.

can be learned of a foreign lan¬ 
guage comes from utilising that 
same commonsense! 

Having himself NEVER been 
taught Spanish (or its Argentine¬ 
an version known as Castellano), 
he explained how watching and 
listening to what went on around 
him and utilising his own wits and 
experience of other languages like 
French and Latin, he has been 
able during his visits to learn to 
hold conversations, both private¬ 
ly and in public. 


Using a flip-chart on which he 
wrote up members’ ideas about 
words suggested for example, 
“padre” and “madre” (father and 
mother) - “aeropuerto” for an air¬ 
port and “avion” for an aero plane; 
“azucar” for sugar and “trenes” for 
train, these were just a few of the 
very many words the audience 
produced and clearly understood 
in just 30 minutes of questioning, 
- the title of the day’s talk! 

Some fine photographs were on 
show, both of the beautiful places 
Mr Barker has seen during his vis¬ 
its to various parts of the Argen¬ 
tina which occupies so much of 
the continent of South America 
and of some of the splendid host 
families and friends (several of 
whom have visited them here in 
England) who have made their 
visitors so very welcome in their 
homes.

Council threatened 
with judicial review

A LONG-RUNNING supermarket 
saga rumbles on with the council 
now dismissing the threat of a judi¬ 
cial review. 

Following a two-year battle, Mor¬ 
risons was granted permission to 
build a store in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, and Tesco’s plan to expand 
its store in Fordham Road has also 
been approved. 

But Unex group, whose applica¬ 
tion for planning permission for an 
Asda store on land bounded by Black 
Bear Lane, High Street and Rowley 
Drive, was refused, have appealed 
the decision and a public inquiry is 
scheduled for February 25 to 28. 

In the latest development, coun¬ 
cillors received a letter from solici¬ 
tors acting on behalf of Unex, which 
“threatened the possibility of a Ju¬ 
dicial Review” of the Tesco decision 
where consent is “close to being is¬ 
sued”. 

In a letter to Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC), the solicitor said: 
“The council acknowledged that in 
retail policy terms the Asda scheme 
was sequentially preferable to all the

other schemes due to its significantly 
closer proximity to the town centre. 

“The reason why the committee 
preferred the Tesco scheme to the 
Asda scheme was that it considered 
that the latter would be contrary to 
the council’s planning policies relat¬ 
ing to the protection of racehorse 
training establishments and would 
cause unacceptable harm to herit¬ 
age assets. 

“Had it not been for these con¬ 
cerns, it is clear that the coun¬ 
cil would have preferred the Asda 


scheme to the Tesco scheme due to 
its closer proximity to the town cen¬ 
tre.” 

Unex suggested that new material 
had come to light which needed to 
be considered before any planning 
permission was granted and that the 
Tesco application needed to be re¬ 
considered in light of this. 

The letter added: “If you fail to do 
so and permission is granted to Tesco 
without this new evidence being 
taken back to committee, the coun¬ 
cil will leave itself open to a judicial 
review claim seeking the quashing of 
that permission altogether with the 
associated costs of that claim.” 

However councillors heard a report 
from development manager Rachel 
Almond at a meeting on Wednesday 
that “all matters suggested by Unex 
as constituting new material consid¬ 
erations were considered by mem¬ 
bers”. 

Members decided there were not 
sufficient grounds for a judicial re¬ 
view and reaffirmed their decision to 
issue the consent for Tesco, subject 
to conditions previously determined 
and the completion of the Section 
106 obligation.

Nick Clements, also of 
South Road, said: “This 
development will be an 
eyesore to us as soon as 
we come out of our bed¬ 
room door. At present we 
look out over Brecks and 
that is what we wish to 
continue to see and hear. 

“Any development 
would to us be a blight of 
the highest order.”

Kentford 

threatens 

judicial 

review 

PLANS for nearly 150 
homes in Kentford due to 
be considered on Wednes¬ 
day were withdrawn from 
the agenda at the elev¬ 
enth hour after develop¬ 
ers threatened a judicial 
review. 

Persimmon Homes had 
submitted planning ap¬ 
plications for 88 homes on 
land east of Gazeley Road, 
which was recommended 
for refusal by Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC). 

Meanwhile Kentford De¬ 
velopments Ltd and Pigeon 
Investment had also sub¬ 
mitted a bid for 60 homes 
at Herringswell Road, 
which was recommended 
for approval by FHDC. 

But the day before the 
planned meeting, FHDC 
received a formal “Letter 
Before Claim” from solici¬ 
tors acting on behalf of Per¬ 
simmon Homes, threaten¬ 
ing a judicial review over 
the plans. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabi¬ 
net member for planning, 
housing and transport, 
said: “It is extremely un¬ 
fortunate that the judicial 
review claimants chose to 
email their formal letter to 
us the day before develop¬ 
ment control committee 
was due to take a decision 
on the Kentford applica¬ 
tions. 

“Due to their timing, they 
have put us in the position 
of needing to withdraw 
both applications at this 
very late stage so we can 
respond formally to the let¬ 
ter. 

“However we will re¬ 
schedule the decision as 
soon as possible.”

£337,500 secured for car charging points 


GET ready to plug in your cars and reduce 
your carbon footprint after a local organisa¬ 
tion secured over £330,000 in funding for Suf¬ 
folk. 

The Suffolk Climate Change Partnership 
secured £337,500 in funding from the Office 
for Low Emission Vehicles and means 12 rap¬ 
id chargers to charge 24 cars will be installed 
in Suffolk over the next year. 

The money means Suffolk will become part 
of the “national car charging network”, which 
already links London to Edinburgh with fur¬ 


ther projects set to install the chargers along 
the A14. 

The funding coincides with the launch of 
the Go Ultra Low campaign, supported by 
BMW, Nissan, Renault, Toyota and Vauxhall 
with the government, to promote the benefits 
that plug in vehicles can have. 

Councillor Richard Smith, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for economic development, environment 
and planning said: “With zero tailpipe emis¬ 
sions, electric vehicles can play a key role in 
helping Suffolk reduce our transport related 


carbon footprint, which is above the national 
average. 

“This new infrastructure will give confi¬ 
dence to those purchasing new cars to make 
the electric leap and allow current electric 
vehicle owners to make trips into Suffolk, 
boosting businesses and helping Suffolk es¬ 
tablish itself as a green tourism destination.” 

The charging posts set to be installed will 
charge a car to 80 per cent in just 20 minutes 
and cars can travel up to 100 miles on £2 
worth of electricity.

County states its 
concerns over 
Hatchfield plan 


CONCERNS have been 
raised over a controversial 
application for 400 homes 
on the edge of Newmarket. 

Suffolk County Council 
has weighed in on the on¬ 
going dispute over the pro¬ 
posed Hatchfield Farm de¬ 
velopment in Fordham Road 
in a letter to Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC). 

In its letter the county 
council states its fears over 
lack of school places, traffic 
and balancing the needs of 
residents and those of the 
horse-racing industry. 

Cllr Fisa Chambers, the 
cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion, said: “This develop¬ 
ment will create the need 
for at least 100 additional 
primary school places but, 
in the absence of an adopt¬ 
ed local plan and a suit¬ 
able identified site for a new 
school, it becomes harder to 
ensure that proper provision 
will be made. This is a criti¬ 
cal issue in any large scale 
development and must be 
looked at carefully before 
any development is consid¬ 
ered. 

Supporting Newmarket’s 
racing industry was also

highlighted in the letter, 
which contributes more 
than £208 million to the lo¬ 
cal economy. 

Cllr Chambers added: 
“Newmarket is a unique 
town with very specific 
needs. These include the yet 
to be finalised requirement 
for more housing but also 
the imperative to make 
sure the area remains 
attractive to the horse 
racing industry on 
which so many peo¬ 
ple rely for work.” 

Cabinet member 
for economic devel¬ 
opment, planning and 
enivironment, Cllr Rich¬ 
ard Smith, said: “The county 
council believes that to do 
our best by Newmarket, 
and to ensure that the town 
remains attractive to the 
horse racing industry, the 
local plan offers our best op¬ 
portunity for managing new 
development. It is therefore 
disappointing that Forest 
Heath is being asked to con¬ 
sider this development in 


isolation and on an ad hoc 
basis.” 

Councillors also urged 
FHDC to consider challeng¬ 
es to the road network. 

However a spokeswoman 
for Ford Derby said the de¬ 
velopment would contribute 
a “significant financial sum” 
to education and the county 
council should use the for¬ 
mer St Felix Middle School 
site in Fordham Road for a 

primary school, with con¬ 
tributions from devel¬ 
opers. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “The contin¬ 
ued stewardship of 
Newmarket and the 
success of the horse¬ 
racing industry will 
depend, in part, on 
having decent and at¬ 
tractive places to live for all, 
including those who work in 
the industry and associated 
sectors.” 

An economic report on 
the importance of Newmar¬ 
ket’s equine cluster, shows “a 
thriving and growing indus¬ 
try and not one which would 
be adversely affected by 
400 dwellings at Hatchfield 
Farm”, she said.

Man convicted of 
assaulting his ex 


A 20-year-old man has 
been convicted of assault¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend after 
he believed she was texting 
another man. 

William Mackenzie, of 
Park Lane, was also found 
guilty by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court of damaging 
her mobile phone on Fri¬ 
day. 

The 20-year-old was 
found not guilty of false 
imprisonment. He had 
strongly denied refusing to 
allow his victim to leave his 
bedsit in the town. 

During his trial, the 
court heard prosecution 
claims that Mackenzie had 
slammed a window shut on 
the hands of his 18-year- 
old ex-girlfriend as she 
tried to climb out. 

The woman, who had

until a month before the 
incident been in a rela¬ 
tionship for two years with 
Mackenzie, said that he 
had bombarded her with 
up to 20 text messages a 
day after they parted. 

The court heard Mac¬ 
kenzie had become en¬ 
raged when he found what 
he believed was evidence 
that she had been exchang¬ 
ing text messages with an¬ 
other man. 

After she visited Mac¬ 
kenzie’s bedsit in the early 
hours of August 26, 2013, 
he had refused to let her 
leave, smashed her mobile 
phone and assaulted her as 
well as cutting off a piece 


of her hair and ripping off 
some of her clothes, she 
said. 

The woman said: “He 
asked to use my phone and 
I wouldn’t let him so he got 
really aggressive. He want¬ 
ed to read the messages.” 

Giving evidence, Mac¬ 
kenzie claimed that it had 
been the woman who had 
been acting aggressively 
and had struck him in the 
face. 

Mackenzie claimed that 
injuries sustained by the 
18-year-old resulted from 
her accidentally being 
caught in the door to the 
bedsit as he tried to close it 
and from his closing a first 
floor window to save her 
from jumping out. 

The woman had been 
drinking, alleged Macken¬ 


zie. 

He said: “She was sitting 
at the window which was 
wide open and threatened 
to jump out. She was doing 
this to try to get a reaction 
from me.” 

Mackenzie claimed that 
he had been “shocked” by 
her alleged behaviour and 
said he had to restrain her 
by holding her arms when 
she became violent to¬ 
wards him. 

He said that he had at 
no point stopped her from 
leaving the property and 
had asked her to leave be¬ 
cause of her behaviour. 

After the jury returned 
the verdicts, fudge Rupert 
Overbury told Mackenzie 
that he would be remand¬ 
ed in custody until he is 
sentenced at a later date.

Keep children safe 
online, urge police

KEEPING children safe online is the 
focus of a new police safety cam¬ 
paign. 

Suffolk Constabulary took part in 
the nationwide Safer Internet Day 
(SID) yesterday, organised by the 
UK Safer Internet Centre each year 
to promote the safe and responsible 
use of online technology and mobile 
phones for children and young peo¬ 
ple. 

As part of this year’s SID Suffolk 
Police are supporting the launch of 
www.ezsafe.co.uk, a dedicated web 
space that offers a resource bank of 
advice, information and support on 
areas the police are keen to highlight 
such as cyberbullying, grooming and 
other online crimes such as identity 
theft and fraud. 

Alan Osborne, Community Safety 
Manager said: “Social networking 
sites and chat rooms represent a real 
threat of online crime and anyone 
using them or whose children are us¬ 
ing them should be aware of the as¬ 
sociated risks. 

“Safer internet Day is about raising 
awareness and we would encourage

parents to discuss with their children 
what they do on the internet and the 
risks that come with it.” 

Children do not need to be dis¬ 
couraged from using social network¬ 
ing sites but it is important to teach 
them about protecting their person¬ 
al information, he said. 

Mr Osborne said: “Remember, you 
and your children are in control of 
how public or how private you want 
your page to be, so learn how to use 
the site and use the privacy features 


it offers. 

“Some of the information listed on 
these sites you wouldn’t give out to 
strangers in the street so why would 
you do it online?” 

Police are urging people to be 
aware of online scams. Numerous 
scams are created everyday with 
the purpose of tricking people into 
handing over money or personal de¬ 
tails. 

Mr Osborne said: “Online scams 
can come in the form of emails, 
which will often initially or some way 
down the line request that money is 
sent, or through people who will en¬ 
gage with you in order to try and get 
something from you. 

“We would remind all residents to 
be careful when sharing information 
with anyone online and to be cau¬ 
tious of anyone that approaches you 
out of the blue who you do not know. 

“Remember if something appears 
too good to be true then it probably 
is.”

THOUSANDS of troops 
could leave two American 
airbases this year as United 
States Air Force (USAF) cuts 
begin to bite. 

Staff at RAF Lakenheath 
and RAF Mildenhall have 
been warned to expect dra¬ 
matic changes following the 
detailed announcement of 
the USAF’s sequestration 
programme in December 
last year, which aims at re¬ 
ducing total global staff of 
the air force by 25,000 in five 
years. 

The first step of offering 
voluntary redundancy and 
early retirement to service¬ 
men and women has begun. 

It has yet to be confirmed 
how many airmen and wom¬ 
en will leave the Suffolk bases 
as part of the sequestration

process. 

A spokesman for RAF 
Mildenhall said: “We cannot 
say exactly how RAF Milden¬ 
hall will be affected. 

“We can say, however, that 
there are no plans to relocate 
a set number of active duty 
service members from RAF 
Mildenhall back to the Unit¬ 
ed States.” 

An RAF Lakenheath 
spokesman added: “The goal 
of these Air Force-wide pro¬ 
grammes is to reduce the size 
of our force, while position¬ 
ing it to meet both current 
and future mission require¬ 
ments.” 

It is thought most of the re¬ 
dundancies will be voluntary 


but the boards determining 
involuntary redundancy will 
meet between May and July 
of this year. 

The airbases have been 
operational in west Suffolk 
for more than 70 years and 
contribute an estimated 
£580 million to the economy 
in the surrounding area each 
year. 

RAF Lakenheath is the 
largest USAF base in the UK 
and is home to 5,000 soldiers 
from the 48th Fighter Wing - 
known as the Liberty Wing - 
and 2,000 civilians. 

The airbase at Mildenhall 
hosts 3,000 military person¬ 
nel and more than 3,500 ci¬ 
vilians who are attached to 
a number of squadrons, in¬ 
cluding the 100th Air Refuel¬ 
ling Wing.

Homes in 

Moulton 

approved 

PLANS for four houses in the vil¬ 
lage of Moulton have been ap¬ 
proved by councillors. 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) decided last Wednesday 
that plans for four one-and-a-half 
storey dwellings on The Forge on 
Church Road in Moulton should 
be approved, despite strong ob¬ 
jections from a Moulton Resi¬ 
dents’ Group and the Parish 
Council. 

Bill Rampling, chairman of 
Moulton Parish Council, said at 
a previous meeting councillors 
and villagers agreed unanimously 
that the scheme was an “overde¬ 
velopment” of the area. 

He said: “We have considered 
this very carefully and as far as we 
are concerned squeezing houses 
on this plot is too much. 

“We think this detracts from 
our conservation area.” 

However many FHDC council¬ 
lors did not agree. 

Cllr Simon Cole said: “I quite 
like this kind of development. 
Growing organically like this is 
better for the area than having a 
housing development put on it en 
masse.” 

Councillors approved the de¬ 
velopment put forward by Logan 
Homes.

1 wanted to die - but 
now I’m glad to be alive’ 



GAVIN Bates-Chappell is - apolo¬ 
gies, there’s no other word for it - cool. 
Laid-back and self-assured, he sings 
in a band, he’s currently recording a 
solo album, and he plays guitar too; 
seven hang from the wall in the home 
in Longstanton he shares with his wife, 
Alison. 

But the slim white scars that criss¬ 
cross Gavin’s arms show that he’s bat¬ 
tled demons to get here. As a teenager, 
wracked with anxiety and depression, 
Gavin self-harmed so seriously that he 
once ended up in A&E: “I just assumed 
I’d be killing myself at some point,” he 
says. “That’s how low I had got.” 

Growing up in St Ives, Gavin, 32, had a 
happy childhood; it was only at secondary 
school that his life began to spiral 
downwards. 

“I guess it was an accumulation of 
things,” he recalls. “I was picked on quite 
a bit at school. I’ve always been into 
quite alternative music, and when you 
don’t quite fit the norm, that makes you a 
target. 

“So it was always a case of trying to 
keep my head down as low as possible, 
really, to avoid humiliation. And at school 
that’s hard. 


For years, Gavin Chappell-Bates battled with depression and anxiety, 
self-harming so seriously that he even ended up in A&E. Today, he’s 
turned his life around and volunteers for mental health charity Mind. 
He tells EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM his story. 


“I’ve always been quite a hyper¬ 
conscious person; I had lots of thoughts 
and voices in my head, saying very 
negative things - about me, about the 
world - and I guess those kind of built up.” 

Gradually, Gavin began scratching his 
arms. “It started with my nails, then with 
pins, or whatever was lying around that 
was slightly sharp. And that led to cutting. 
For me, it was the only way of relieving 
that stuff that was going on in my head; 
the physical pain takes away the emotion. 
It was a release.” 

Did his parents know? “I guess they 
must have. I spent most of my latter 
teenage years in my bedroom, on my 
own, and I know they did worry a lot. But 
we never talked about it.” 

Gavin self-harmed for three years, and 
was 18 when the situation reached crisis 
point. Not long out of his first long-term 
relationship, he’d hit rock-bottom and, 
after drinking a bottle of vodka, cut 
himself so deeply that he had to be taken 


to hospital. 

“My parents came home from work 
and found me; I was just bleeding 
everywhere,” he says. “I came downstairs 
and saw my mum bawling her eyes out. 

“That was the point I thought ‘I’ve got 
to stop this’. That was the last time I self- 
harmed.” 

Realising he needed help, Gavin 
went to see his doctor and was sent for 
counselling. For a while, life looked up; he 
went to the University of East Anglia and 
got a degree in literature and philosophy, 
“and I had a period of probably eight 
or 10 years where I thought I’d beaten 
it, because I wasn’t self-harming. But I 
probably just shifted it, because that’s 
when my anxiety got worse.” 

During his 20s, Gavin’s battle with 
anxiety gradually became unmanageable: 
“If I had a job interview, I would have 
serious problems with my stomach; I’d 
get crippling cramps, and I’d have to go 
to the toilet quite a few times, which was

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embarrassing.” 

He began working in retail, eventually 
reaching management level, “but trying to 
manage staff when I didn’t even have any 
confidence in myself was just impossible. 

“When I was getting humiliated at school, 

I decided that I wouldn’t put myself in public 
danger again, where I might get mocked, so at 
team meetings at work I wouldn’t say anything; 
I’d just sit in the corner quietly. 

“And if I used to go out with my friends on 
a night out, quite often I’d disappear; I’d have 
gone home because I couldn’t handle it.” 

By the time he reached 30, Gavin was once 
again in a dark place. “I’d somehow got back 
to rock bottom; not being happy in work, not 
doing anything I wanted in life. Everything got 
on top of me again, and I got back to thinking 
‘Ah, I’ll just kill myself then, because that’s the 
easiest thing to do’.” 

The difference this time was Alison, who he’d 
been seeing for two years. “She’s just very calm 
and very loving,” says Gavin. “She’s never tried 
to make me something I’m not, and she’s always 
been OK with me having dark days. Just to be 
told ‘You are who you are, and that’s fine’, that’s 
obviously comforting. 

“She made me realise that I needed to get help 
properly this time, and that I hadn’t resolved it - 
all I’d done was displace it somewhere else.” 

He went to see his doctor, who put him on a 
course of medication and sent him for cognitive 
behavioural therapy. “That helped, and I was 
OK for a while. But then I relapsed, which was 
frustrating because I’d learned such a lot.” 

Then Gavin had his epiphany. A colleague 
told him about a self-development course she’d 
done with a company called Landmark: “It’s 
for people that want to make a change in their 
life,” he explains. “I didn’t feel I had a choice: I’d 
got so low I thought what can it hurt? It’s either 
suicide or this.” 

The course is, it has to be said, controversial: 
“It started in America, some people think it’s 
a cult - it’s not - and if it is a cult and I’ve been 
brainwashed, I don’t mind because I’m happy! 


That’s fine by me.” Over a long weekend, Gavin 
spent up to 11 hours a day in a room with 150 
people, sharing his experiences openly for the 
first time, “and it’s very intensive. They very, very 
aggressively strip back everything; they take you 
back to your childhood and make you realise 
why you act the way you do... 

“So it’s just about taking control of your life 
again, and talking is such a crucial part of that. 

I still have dark moments, but now if there’s 
something I need to resolve, I’ll go and resolve it. 
I won’t let it fester to the point where I just want 
to lock myself away” 


Today, Gavin is clearly in control; last summer 
he and Alison got married, and he began a 
new job as a fundraiser for disability charity 
Papworth Trust. 

“I’m part-time there so that I can spend the 
rest of the time on my music,” he says. “I needed 
to start doing the things that I love, rather than 
doing jobs that I’m OK at, but don’t really have a 
passion for.” 

And music is undoubtedly Gavin’s big love: 
he’s being playing the guitar since the age of 11, 
and is the lead singer of Up and Atom, a covers 
band who play at pubs, weddings and functions. 


Gavin has also started a fundraising group, the 
Soundwaves Project: “The things I’m passionate 
about are music and mental health, so the 
idea is to put on events to raise awareness,” he 
explains. “We did a fundraiser last October at the 
Portland Arms; it was a ‘rockaoke’ night, where 
people came and sang with the band.” 

The event raised valuable funds for Mind. 
Inspired, Gavin asked about volunteering for 
the mental health charity and was accepted, 

“so I did some training with them last summer, 
and started mentoring someone at the end 
of last year. It’s very rewarding, and it brings a 
new perspective to things, being on the other 
side of it. When I was growing up I never had a 
clue that all these services existed. That’s why I 
wanted to get involved, and that’s why I like the 
Time to Change campaign.” 

Spearheaded by Mind, Time to Change is all 
about destroying the stigma that surrounds 
mental health problems, particularly by getting 
people to be more open, and has just hosted a 
national Time to Talk Day. 

“For me, I never spoke about what was going 
on, and it built and built to the point where I 
couldn’t hear anything; the noises in my head 
were just too painful,” says Gavin. “But if you’re 
talking, those thoughts are externalised rather 
than internalised; they’re out there in the world, 
rather than inside, eating you up. 

“The more we talk, the more we can help 
people overcome - or at least deal with - 
whatever mental health challenges they’ve got.” 

With his first solo album on the horizon, the 
future for Gavin is looking good: “I still have 
moments when I’m not as bright as I can be, but 
I don’t ever let it slip to the point where I was 
before, where I assumed suicide was the only 
option,” he says. “I love being alive. I’ve got so 
much going on, it’s great. And I want that for as 
many people as possible.”

MP backs drive 
to encourage 
young to vote

MP Jim Paice is urging young people 
in the area to register to vote. 

The UK’s first official National 
Voter Registration Day (NVRD) was 
held last week and Sir Jim, who is 
MP for South East Cambridgeshire, 
which covers Burwell and Reach, 
as well as areas of Newmarket and 
surrounding villages, is calling on 
all his young constituents to do just 
that. 

NVRD, organised by Bite the Bal¬ 
lot, aims to get 250,000 young peo¬ 
ple aged 16-24 to register to vote for 
the first time. 

Last Wednesday was the anniver¬ 
sary of the Great Reform Act 1832 
which first introduced voter registra¬ 
tion, but 180 years later, despite the 
extension of voting rights to all men 
and women aged over 18, those aged 
18-24 are under-represented on the 
electoral register and least likely to 
turn out and vote in elections. 

At the last General Election only 
44 per cent of those aged 18-24 voted 
compared with 76 per cent of those 
aged over 65. 

Sir Jim said: “It is vital that young 
people take the time to register to 
vote now so that when elections 
come round they are automatically 
sent a polling card and able to vote. 

“By registering to vote a young 
person is effectively telling the can¬ 
didates at an election that theirs is a 
vote worth winning.” 

NVRD is an annual day of coordi¬ 
nated action which saw businesses, 
community groups and schools reg¬ 
istering thousands of eligible young 



voters, showing them how and why 
they should take part in our demo¬ 
cratic system. 

Sir Jim has written to all second¬ 
ary schools in his constituency en¬ 
couraging them to run events to 
ancourage their students to register 
and attended one such event at Bot- 
tisham Village College on Friday. 

Lucy Frazer QC, the Conservative 
prospective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for South East Cambridgeshire, 


also attended the event. 

She said: “It is important that 
young people get their voice heard 
on issues they care about. 

“I hope by going into schools and 
talking to students we will make 
some steps to engage young people 
in our democratic process.”

A LIST is being drawn up to pro¬ 
tect important and historical 
buildings in the area - and resi¬ 
dents are being urged to nomi¬ 
nate their favourites. 

Officers at East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council are launching 
a new project called ‘Buildings of 
Local Interest’, which will see a 
special register being devised to 
formally recognise significant as¬ 
sets which define the district. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the council’s development and 
transport committee, said: “Our 
district contains a great wealth 
and variety of buildings and 
structures of special significance 
which contribute to the character 
of our towns and villages. 

“These buildings help to rein¬ 
force local distinctiveness and

sense of place but the majority 
are not nationally listed and not 
subject to specific planning pro¬ 
tection. 

“Inclusion on the ‘Buildings of 
Local Interest’ register will high¬ 
light the unsung heroes of our 
architectural heritage which are 
not as obvious as churches and 
grand halls but are important to 
communities. 

“They could be structures such 
as the Second World War pill box 
that you used to play in as a child 
or the old pub on the corner - our 
aim is to consider anything which 
enriches our lives.” 

Inclusion on the list is not the 
same as being nationally listed 
but those which qualify will have 


their listing taken into considera¬ 
tion should they be involved in a 
planning application. 

The owners of nominated 
buildings and structures will then 
be consulted to allow them to 
make any representations. 

All comments received, both 
for and against a nomination will 
be considered by an independent 
panel of experts. 

Residents and organisations 
across the district are now being 
urged to nominate which assets 
they believe should be on the list.

The closing date for nomina¬ 
tions is Friday, May 2.

Dreaming of a home filled with light, clean 
lines and eco-friendly features, a Barrington 
couple decided to take the plunge and opt for a 
new-build - at the bottom of their garden. Alice 
Ryan pays a visit. 


A RRIVE in the village of 
Barrington, a scant 10 
miles from the bustle 
of central Cambridge, and 
it feels like you've traversed 
time as well as space. 

Set out around an 
expansive green - at more 
than half a mile long, it's 
said to be the largest in all 
England - the village pre¬ 
dates Domesday and wears 
its long history on its sleeve. 
Along with the stately All 
Saints' Church, which hails 
from the 1200s, the main 
street is lined with lovely 
period properties, ranging 
from elegant Georgian houses 
to chocolate-box thatched 
cottages. 

At first glance, it hardly 
seems a likely setting for a 
cutting-edge eco-friendly 
new-build. But follow a 
gravel path up behind The 
Old Guildhall, itself a grand 
17th century affair, and 
you'll find yourself at the 
gateway to a property which 
epitomises contemporary 
design - both in style and 
substance. 

The exterior walls clad in 
treated timber, stained a soft 


grey-green, the building's 
defining characteristic is a 
sequence of vast floor to 
apex windows. Built within a 
pocket of native woodland, 
the house is nestled 
between the trees; even on 
a dull winter's day, the glass 
shimmers with reflections 
of wind-rustled leaves and 
clouds scudding across the 
sky. 

Although only a matter 
of months old, the house 
blends seamlessly into 
its surroundings; it looks 
perfectly at home. 

"I always wanted to 
live in a treehouse when I 
was a little girl," explains 
owner Leslie Turano. "Now, 
when I'm upstairs in my 
study - which is completely 
surrounded by windows, all 
looking out into the trees 
- it's like I really am in a 
treehouse. . . 

"I watch the birds, look 
at the colours of the leaves, 
see the light change as the 
day wears on. It's a beautiful 
spot. I love it." 

Up until November, 

Leslie and her husband 
Chris Taylor had lived in the

aforementioned Guildhall 
for 14 years. "The garden 
was just becoming too 
much," she explains. "And 
listed 17th century cottages 
are themselves difficult and 
expensive to maintain. 

"We wanted a house 
which was cheaper and 
easier to run and, for 
environmental reasons, also 
more energy efficient; we 
wanted to cut costs and cut 
emissions." 

After the low ceilings and 
narrow doorways of their 
period property, the couple 
also found themselves 
craving an open-plan and 
light-filled home - hence the 
plethora of glass: every space 
in the house has multi-aspect 
windows. 

"I find my mood is lifted 
by the light, even on a grey 
day," adds Leslie. "You could 
sit in certain spots in the

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Guildhall without being able 
to see a window; you can't do 
that here!" 

Leslie and Chris first thought 
about upping sticks to another 
house, but nothing on the 
market at the time ticked their 
boxes. They realised that, to 
achieve their dream home, 
they'd have to build it - but 
plots proved few, far between 
and prohibitively expensive. 

"Then, quite separately, 
both of us looked out of the 
window at this huge garden 
and thought 'Why don't we 
try building a place here?'. . . 
One of the main reasons we 
bought the property all those 
years ago was because I fell 
in love with these woods at 
the far end of the garden, and 
we hardly spent any time in 
them." 

And so the process of 
planning began. It was, 
concedes Leslie, not without 
challenges; the house sits 
within a conservation area, 
and it took four years to 
secure the final planning 
permission. But once ground 
was broken, in late summer 
2012, it was full steam ahead. 
With designs drawn up by 
the team at Neale Associates 
in Cambridge ("I just kept 
saying 'More windows! More 
windows!'," laughs Leslie), the 
build was project managed 
by Rodney Eggo, who runs 
local firm Allied Building 
Partnership with son Ryan. 

The company does all kinds 
of work, from extensions and 
loft conversions to new- 
builds, and specialises in 
fitting eco-friendly features. 

But this project was far from 
standard, both in its design 
and construction. 

"It's built from timber, but 
the walls are 300ml thick 
and filled with lambswool, " 
explains Rodney. "We had to 
get specialist beams, which 
are usually used for floors, to 
achieve the depth, and it's 
the first time we'd ever used 
woollen insulation. Because 
we're surrounded by so many 
trees, the foundations also had 
to be exceptionally deep; they 
go down 10ft. 

"But building a house is 
definitely the nicest part of 
our job: when it's finished, 
you stand back and get a huge 
sense of achievement. Every 


single person who worked on 
this house said 'I could live in 
this'. You don't often get that, 
but I think there's something 
special about this place." 

Along with the ultra- 
insulated walls, the house 
boasts triple-glazed windows 
and a state-of-the-art ground- 
source heat pump. The 
ground floor is all open plan 
- with a double height ceiling 
at the sitting room end - yet 
it strikes cosy even on a chilly 
day. 

The builders were, says 
Leslie, "brilliant: Rodney was 
always coming up with great 
ideas, like the staircase. . ." 
Winding up from one corner 
of the kitchen, the stairs 
appear suspended in the 
air; there are no posts, and 
enforced glass panels act as 
balustrades. 

"I didn't want anything 
that was going to block the 
light," adds Leslie. "Even with 
the kitchen, I didn't want 
anything running down to 
the floor, hence all the units 
are cantilevered. I wanted it 
to look as if everything was 
floating." 

The kitchen is a clever 
combination of chic design 
and genuine utility; a stylish 
deep drawer, for example, 
slides open to reveal a small 
but perfectly formed Fisher 
and Paykel dishwasher (its eco 
credentials include detecting 
the exact volume of crockery 
in each load, and adjusting 
water levels accordingly). 

A dining area leads on 
to the wood-floored sitting 
room, which in turn opens 
on to the study-come-guest- 
room, complete with en suite. 
Everything is decorated in 
muted, natural shades: cream, 
white, grey. 

"We kept it very neutral 
for a couple of reasons," 
says Leslie. "We have a lot 
of coloured rugs, cushions, 
paintings - things we've 
collected over the years and 
wanted to keep. So the decor 
needed to be a kind of blank 
canvas for that. Also, we didn't 
want to distract from the main 
feature - the glass." 

Upstairs are the master 
bedroom and bathroom, and 
Leslie's galleried study, which 
juts out over the living area 
below. There are oak trusses 


spanning the ceiling; a gesture, 
Leslie explains, towards the 
old house, now inhabited by a 
new family. 

The windows in the 
bedroom, as elsewhere, run 
right up into the eaves and 
Leslie says she and Chris had 
planned to get fancy triangular 
blinds made, "but now we've 
realised we can lie in bed and 
look at the stars, so we've 
decided to leave it open. . ." 

Work on the house is not 
quite complete: the utility 
room, currently detached from 
the main building, is to be 
connected by a conservatory 
area, and plans have been 
submitted to create a third 
bedroom atop a flat roof to 
the rear of the property. To 
date, the build has come in 
just under budget, tribute, 
smiles Leslie, to Chris's 
background as an economist. 

Access to the house is by 
the pathway only - the drive 
is further forward, beside The 
Old Guildhall - which made 
some of the building work a 
logistical conundrum. "On one 
occasion we had to carry 400 
sheets of plasterboard up the 
path," remembers Rodney. "It 
certainly kept us fit. . ." 

When it came to moving 
their possessions from old 
house to new, Leslie says it 
was done piecemeal: "With 
the books we did it a box at 
a time, passing them over the 
fence!" 

An academic - she lectures 
in property law at King's 
College London - Leslie came 
to England, from her native 
New York, in the late 70s: "I 
wanted to see the world and 
thought this was the world 
... I always wanted to live 
in either England or Spain; I 
came here to do my PhD and 
stayed." 

Leslie's work takes her into 
central London, to her base at 
Somerset House, several days 
a week. Much as she loves the 
buzz of the capital, she admits 
returning to her country 
retreat is a blessing. 

"It's so secluded here that 
my daughter says going to the 
village shop feels like going 
into town, even though it's 
only a hop across the green. 

It's a real haven - worth all the 
work and all the waiting. 

"I wouldn't change a thing."

Taking 

Punt 


STEVE Punt kind of remembers the first time he 
met his future comedy companion, Hugh Dennis. 

“I pretty much do,” he says vaguely, going on 
to explain how they almost definitely met in 
their second year at Cambridge (Dennis was 
reading geography at St John's, Punt English at St 
Catharine's). 

When he wasn't being tapped up as a potential 
MI5 recruit, the student Dennis was in a comedy 
show at the ADC and Punt and a group of fellow 
Footlights members had "heard on the grapevine 
that there was someone in it who was very good 
at doing voices. None of us were very good at 
doing voices, so we thought let's go and check 
this guy out." Inevitably they met afterwards in 
the Park Street theatre's bar. Well, so he thinks: 

"I was in the ADC bar quite a lot. . ." They were 
all introduced and Punt went for the upfront 
approach: "We said we want to nick your funny 
voices." 

The following year they got better acquainted 
while on tour with the Footlights summer revue. 
"We all got to know each other pretty well doing 
that," remembers Punt. "Particularly doing that 
on a student budget. Ha, we all got very used to 
arguing over the bill for things, there was an awful 
lot of ‘I didn't have any garlic bread'." 

From the outside, Footlights has the aura of 
a magical talent factory that churns out stars 
(alonside his and Punt's sterling work on Radio 
4's long-running The Now Show, Dennis is a 
familiar face from Outnumbered and Mock the 
Week): what was it like being on the inside of the 
machine? 

"It was a slightly odd feeling because it was one 
of those things that you know about before you

get there; it carries this reputation with it. I went 
up thinking it's probably really, really difficult to 
get in," admits Punt, who recently played one of 
his Footlights forebears, the uncannily similar Eric 
Idle, in a Monty Python biopic. "It looks like quite 
an elitist thing from the outside, but actually it's 
quite a democratic way of doing things because it's 
the audience who decides which stuff works," he 
adds, alluding to Footlights 'smoker' nights where 
wannabe members turn up, get on stage and hope 
to wrangle a laugh from the audience. 

Punt ended up writing for the revue show in 
his first year and eventually became president of 
the society. Would he have ended up in the same 
career now - screenwriting, starring in sketch 
shows and writing comedy scripts - if he hadn't 
joined? 

"I like to think I would have ended up still doing 
the same thing but I wouldn't have had that level 
of experience or that confidence you get from 
doing a 15-town tour even though you're still only 
a student," he muses. "I think it gave us both the 
confidence to go and start doing gigs in London 
after we left which might have been a bit more 
nerve racking if we hadn't been to Edinburgh. 

"But having said that, certainly at that time, 
the late 80s, the last thing you wanted was to be 
introduced as (putting on a very posh voice) 'and 
here they are, straight down from Cambridge,' 
that was instant death!"

Jane Asher 

makes them cr 


I’M just thankful Jane Asher is 
so nice and polite, writes Ella 
Walker. 

She was probably already 
braced for the question, 
because, even 50 years later, 
it's impossible to escape 
queries about an ex-boyfriend 
that famous. 

I couldn't not ask though 
could I? She did go out with a 
Beatle. 

But aside from the slightly 
awkward Paul McCartney 
quizzing and alerting her to a 
raft of fake Twitter accounts 
spewing stuff about her private 
life, our chat went quite 
well . . . 

The actress, businesswoman 
and queen of the frosted cake 
world is starring in a new 
adaptation of Penelope Lively's 
Booker Prize-winning novel, 
Moon Tiger, at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre. 



It starts with 70-year-old 
Claudia Hampton (Asher) on 
her death bed, daydreaming of 
writing the history of the world 
using her own life as a graph to 
plot it on. 

The first time it has been 


staged, the story spirals 
through Claudia's past, tracking 
her loves, her losses and her 
regrets, plastered against a 
backdrop of war, incest and 
literary fame. 

Jane hadn't read the book, 
which is notoriously complex, 
before seeing the script but 
was instantly drawn to the 
character of Claudia. 

"I'm very fond of Claudia. 
She's difficult, in fact there's 
a website called 'hard to 
like heroines' on which she 
figures!” she says with a 
tinkling laugh. "I know what 
they mean, she's quite abrasive, 
she's really doesn't suffer 
fools gladly, she appears to 
be relatively unpleasant about 
her own daughter which is not 
a very attractive trait, highly 
intelligent, very knowledgeable, 
had a very interesting life, but I 
think throughout the book, and 


the play, you understand why 
she's like she is." 

The play has already been 
reducing audiences to tears 
("I hate to say I'm glad to 
make them cry but it makes 
me cry so I hoped that'd come 
across to the audience,”) and 
she admits, on the face of it, 
the plot does sound a little 
"gloomy”, but promises it 
has elements of lightness too, 
explaining how her son likened 
it to the sweeping sagas of 
Atonement and The English 
Patient. 

"It's very zappy and modern 
in a way," she buzzes. 

And apparently Penelope 
Lively is "thrilled with it” and 
apparently she can be "quite 
scary” and "a bit of a Claudia 
herself” at times. 

If it's good enough for 
Penelope, it's good enough 
for us.

WHEN dance films are well choreographed, 
they can jive happily into our affections.

Survivors 

after floods 


WHILE the incessant rain may have left gardeners* 
water butts overflowing, it has also inevitably 
claimed its share of casualties. 

Waterlogged plants, nutrients leached from 
the soil and pest and disease problems can all 
result from consistently wet conditions, and those 
gardeners with poor drainage systems are likely to 
be the hardest hit. 

When soil is waterlogged, 
plants literally drown. Water 
fills all the air spaces between 
the soil particles and this 
prevents oxygen from reaching 
the roots. In turn, this causes 
the soil to stagnate and 
prevents root growth. 

If plants look a bit sickly after 
a week or two of solid rain 
the minerals may have been 
washed away. Restore the 
vigour of plants by giving them 
a dose of liquid seaweed fertiliser. 

"It's absolutely vital that one doesn't walk on 
the soil when it's this wet because you compact 
it and destroy its structure. Don't dig it or disturb 
it but leave it to its own devices until the tide 
goes out," says Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory 
service. 

Plants likely to be worst affected include 


those from dry climates such as lavender and 
rosemary, while lawns can also suffer as a result 
of excessively wet weather, he notes. Don't mow 
the lawn in wet weather or even walk on it, as the 
pressure can cause structural damage, especially 
to those grown from seed in spring - most 
established lawns can cope with excessive rainfall. 

Barter advises gardeners to 
shelter pots of lavender and 
other container plants by a wall, 
or even put waterlogged pots 
on their side for a few days to 
allow them to drain a little. You 
may need to repot them in the 
spring, as the compost may be 
spent. 

But the wet weather isn't all 
doom and gloom for gardeners. 

"Paradoxically, lawns will be 
growing in these temperatures," 
points out Barter. 

"While in the vegetable garden vegetables will 
still be growing, so leeks will thrive and cabbages 
will still be swelling slowly through this weather. 

By April many things will have come good." 

Bulbs shouldn't be affected by the continuous 
rainfall either, he says. 

"They are really good at surviving this sort of 
thing. Snowdrops and daffodils in particular are

excellent at adapting. Bulbs are generally very 
tolerant of wet soil. 

"We might even get a better show of bulbs 
because in conditions like this they will be 
photosynthesising in the increased light as the 
year progresses." 

Herbaceous perennials renew a large part of 
their root system annually, so they can recover 
from soggy conditions. Perennials also have 
shallow root systems so they can flourish in 
situations with a high water table. 

Most, including those such as hardy geraniums 
and autumn-flowering asters, that do not 
normally live in wet environments can cope well 
with wet conditions. 

Plants with big, lush green leaves thrive in really 
wet weather. Rodgersias, rheum (ornamental 
rhubarb) and hostas are well-known moisture 
lovers. Conversely, avoid anything with small, 
leathery or grey leaves. 

Alpines, particularly the succulent ones or 
those with hairy leaves such as sedums and some 


sempervivums (houseleeks), are vulnerable to wet 
weather, so if you haven't yet covered them with 
cloches, do so before it's too late. 

Don't plant bare-root shrubs such as roses until 
the soil has dried out a little, Barter advises. 

"Gardeners will have rose bushes and trees and 
fruit bushes and turf ready to go out and they 
must keep that protected because it will be a rush 
trying to get everything planted when the soil 
finally dries up in February, March or even April. 
Gardeners need to keep their new plants in good 
condition ready for the happy day when they can 
put them out," he says. 

Of course, pests come into their own in wet 
weather and the number one culprit is the snail. 

Barter says: "You often find bulb flowers being 
damaged by slugs and snails. I find putting down 
an old cabbage leaf (held down by a stone) next 
to plants which are being attacked works well as a 
trap. Slug pellets don't normally work at this time 
of year because the slugs aren't moving enough to 
find them."

Campaigned busily in Britain last season by Saeed 
bin Suroor, she had won both the Sweet Solera and 
May Hill Stakes before posting a thoroughly respect¬ 
able third behind Chriselliam in the Fillies’ Mile. 

The 5-4 favourite was settled in mid division by 
jockey Silvestre de Sousa as Magroora made the 
running, but Ihtimal gathered momentum towards the 
centre of the track and scored by three-and-a-quarter 
lengths, going away. 

Bin Suroor said: “She’s tiny but she has a real turn of 
foot and she handled the surface. 

“We have some nice fillies here and in England but 
she’s the best one. 

“We’ll have to talk to Sheikh Mohammed, but I think 
she will have one more run here (possibly UAE Oaks) 
and then the target is the English Guineas.” 

Ihtimal has been cut from 14-1 to 12-1 with Paddy 
Power for the QIPCO 1000 Guineas and from 12-1 to 
10-1 for the Investec Oaks. 

But there has been sad news as leading QIPCO Guin¬ 
eas hope Chriselliam has been put down after failing to 
recover from a foot infection. 

The Charlie Hills-trained daughter of Iffraaj tri¬ 
umphed in the Fillies’ Mile at Newmarket last season 
from the classy Rizeena, before connections took the 
brave decision to send her to the Breeders’ Cup. 

And they were rewarded at Santa Anita when she 
streaked clear under Richard Hughes to win the 
fuvenile Fillies Turf in tremendous style. 

Former champion jockey Willie Carson was one of 
her owners along with music mogul Chris Wright. 

Last month Hills revealed that Chriselliam had been 
suffering with a poisoned foot and was recovering at 
the Equine Hospital in Lambourn before being moved 
to Newmarket. 

At the time Hills was confident she would be able to 
continue her racing career. 

Hills said: “It’s a shocker. Basically she split her shoe 
and we thought we had it under control but she took a 
bad turn and it got reinfected. 

“The antibiotics weren’t working and it spread to her 
pedal bone. The vets tried everything. It’s been a long 
month for us all. 

“She’d been a wonderful patient and never lost her 
appetite. It’s very sad for everyone involved and I’d like 
to thank all the vets who tried to save her.” 

A dual Group One winner, Chriselliam amassed 
nearly £500,000 in just six races.
